Government Reports Shc Show Corn in Good 
Condition Despite Cold Weather 
—Outlook Is 


-bureau’s weekly summary of crop conditions 
‘is as follows: 

While the week has been abnormally cool, 
with general frosts: the central 
valleys and as far south-as the northern por- | 
tion ‘of the central gulf states, the damage 
has not been serious, except in the extrente 
western portions of Kanéas and Nebraska, 
the Dakotas, Minnesota, Wisconsin, and New 
England. 

The south Atlantic states have suffered 
from excessive moisture,. while the heavy | 
rains of the previous week over the northern 


sippi.valleys delayed thrashing of spring 
wheat and caused. grain in shock to sprout. 
Drought hag been largely relieved in the 
east gulf states, but continues in the Ohio 
valley, Tennessee, and in the central and. 
west gulf states.. The Pacific coast states 
have experienced a favorable week. 


Corn Suffers Little Injury. _ 


Notwithstanding the light to heavy frosts 
generally throughout the corn belt, the corn 
crop has escaped injury, except in the west- 


in the Dakotas, Minnesota, and Wisconsin. 
While low temperatures have prevented 
rapid ripening, especially over the western 
districts, the crop as a whole has advanced 
favorably, although the late planted. in the 
Ohio valley and Tennessee has suffered from 
drought. A large part of the crop is now 
safe, but the bujk of the unmatured will re- 
quire from one to two weeks of favorable 
weather. 

The weather has been favorable for the 
completion, of the spring. wheat. harvest .on 
the north’ Pacific coast. ‘In the Dakotas and 
Minnesota spring: wheat in Shock has been 
injured and thrashing delayed. by wet 
weather. 


Cotton Picking Well Advanced. 


| Except in portions of the eastern districts 
of the cotton belt, where'cotton picking has 
been interrupted: by raina, the weather con- 
ditions have been favorable for gathering 
the crop, and this work has progressed rap- 
idly. The prevalence of rust, shedding, and 
boll worms is widespread, and the boll weevil 


premature opening in‘ South Carolina, rust 
in Georgia, and shedding in Alabama: 
been checked. Heavy rains have ‘inj 
the staple in Georgia, South Carolina, ard 
‘Plorida. Cotton is opening rapidly’in all 
districts.’ The outlook ‘for a top crop is mut 


promising. 

Late tobacco‘hes suffered from in 
Tenn -and. Kentucky, and heavy rains 
in North Carolina, and frosts caused’ some 
injury in Kentucky. Damp weather has 
proved injurious to tebacco in barns in Mary- 
land. ‘The bulk-of the crop is now housed. 
The reports continue to indicate extensive 
prevalence of blight and decay in potatoes. 
Plowing and seeding have advanced satis- 
' factorily except In the Ohio valley and Ten- 
nessee, where the sof] has been too dry, and 
in the northern portion of the middle At- 
lantic where there been too 
rain.

It isvestimated that the daily waste of 
water in New York City, due to the lack of 
proper sipervision of plumbing, is about

holders of an inadequate supply of water.

STICK TO WORKING AGREEMENTS. | 

Union men are advised not to sign work- 
ing agreements with employers, but simply. 
to say tothem: We will work for certain 
wages and certain hours; if you do not like 
our terms get somebody else to work for, 
This is the way the employers used. 
to put it. They said; ‘“ We will pay so 
many dollars for sgmany hours’ work; if the 
terms do not suit you, go elsewhere.” 

Union men are advised not to sign working 


on. inserting in them “ no discrimination ” 
ahd “no sympathetic strike” clauses. A 
decent regard for his own interests bids the 
employer insist on the “no sympathetic 
strike” condition. It insures him against 
interference with his business due to labor 
troubles for which he is not responsible and 
which he cannot settle. As for the “ no dis- 
crimination ” clause, if inserted in an agree- 
ment, it will be in most instances the mere 
naked assertion of atheory. If the unions 
have the best workmen, and enough of them, 
union labor will have the preference. No. 
employer will court trouble by trying to 
make union and nonunion men mix. 

When working agreements were first is. 
troduced union men thought highly of them 
as giving an assurance of fixity of wages 
and permanency of work. mployers have 
come to the eonclusion that they are useful 
as giving stability to their business during 
the life of the agreement. They are willing 
to pay higher wages when they know there 
will be no strikes for a year than they are 
when there is no certainty on that point. - 

If labor unions were to decide that they 
would not enter into agreements with en- 
ployers and reserve to themselves the right 
to demand at any moment higher wages, or 
shorter hours, or to quit work in a body be- 
cause some union had quit work, employers | 
would have to protect themselves in some 
way. They would have to employ non- 
, union labor whenever procurable. Ifmanu- 
‘fgcturers, they would have to be cautious 
about making contracts for the future de- 
livery of goods. Their natural impulse 
would be to restrict production. 

If the system of working agreements 
should. be abolished—which is not at all 
likely—the employers will suffer; but the 


less work for them, and wages will not be so 
good. He who suggests doing away with 
agreements is no friend of theirs. 


OPPORTUNIST STATESMANSHIP.

When Johu Weaver became mayor of 
Philadelphia he found that policy was a 
kind of city department. 
were financially interested in it, and small 
politicians received appointments as policy 
runners in much the same way in which 
they might have received appointments as 
policemen. The city was not only conniving 
at policy. It was going further. It was 
fostering policy. 

John Weaver objected. He was not, like 
his predecessor, Ashbridge, a lecttrer ov 
“The Higher Life,”. but neither, like his 
predecessor, Ashbridge, had he told his 
friends that he intended to leave gffice a 
miilionaire. He was merely a sensible, con- 
scientious man, sensible enough to know 
that he couldu’t do anything without a party 
and conscientious enough to want to keep 
his party right. 

Therefore John Weaver adopted a course 
which will earn him among some people the - 
title of opportunist and among others the 
title of statesman. He allowed the big poli- | 
ticians to get a good start in the direction of 
‘the tal] timber. Then he took a broom and 
swept the small vermin politicians out of the 
policy business. Then he turned the police 
force loose on what was left of the business 
and had it chewed up into small bits. Gor- 
don H. Cilley, writing to the New York 
Times, says: “ There is no more policy in 
Philadelphia.” 

‘Of course, poetic, or, rather, melodra- 
matic, justice has not been done. The big 
politicians have not been indicted, convicted, 
and sent to the penitentiary. Retribution, 


them. But mark this: “ There is no more 
policy in Philadelphia.” If Don Quixote 
had been willing to confer with the man who 
owned the windmill he might have been 
more successful in curing the windmill of 
its nasty ways. ; 

Why cannot that which has been done in 
Philadelphia be done in Chicago?

Many of the 
Portuguese kings, among the number Don 
Luis, grandfather of the présent monarch, 
have becn sailors by profession before suc- 
ceeding to the crown, and each generation 
of the reigning house has furnished to the 
nation not only great navigators but also 
famous explorers. 

The Portuguese are proud indeed, as they 
have every right to be, of their maritime 
annals,-and that the soveriegn of what is ad- 
mittedly the greatest naval power ia the 
world—namely, England—should recognize 
the réle which the dynasty of Braganza and 
the people of Portugal have played in the 
maritime history of the past is Ge¢ply appre- 
ciated from one end to the other of the do- 
minions of King Carlos. 

Among the half’a dozen heirs to Britieh 
peerages who attain their majority this 
month the most interesting perhaps is the 
Hon. Michael de Courcy, eldest son of Lord 
Kingsale, who will come of age on Saturday 
next, and on his father’s death will inherit 
not only the premier barony of Ireland but 
likewise the, hereditary privilege of wearing 
his hat in the royal presence. 

, The Kingsale peerage is one of the most an- 


It was King 
John, of sorry memory, who granted to the 
chief of the De Courcy family this queer 
privilege of remaining covered in the pres- 
ence of the sovereign, under the followirg :

The Sir John de Courcy of that day, who 
seems to have been a sort of Hercules, had 
been imprisoned by the king in the tower 
of London and his estates confiscated, when 
Philip Augustus of France made an offer | 
to the English monarch to settle a dispute 
whieh had arisen between the two concern- 
ing the duchy of Siripeomers by single com-

on. 

King John was so unpopular that he could 
find no British nobleman willing. to act 
as his champion until he bethought himself 
of Sir John de Courcy, who was prevelied 
upon to undertake the task. 

It. is related that when everything was 
prepared for the contest in the presence of 
the kings of England, France, and Spain, the 
French champion, on vatching sight of the 
gigantic proportions of his English, or, 
rather, Irish, adversary, was seized with 
panic, put spurs to his horse, and fled from 
the areng, whereupon the victory was ad- 
judged by acclamation to the champion of 


The French and Spanish kings, being in- 
formed of the English champion’s great 
strength and desiring to witness some éxhi- 
bition of it, De Courcy, at King John’s re- 
quest, cleft a massive steel helmet, “ full 
faced with mail,” in twain with a single 
blow of his sword, which cut so deeply into 
the block of wood on which the helmet had 
been set that nobody present but himse/f 
The 
sword with which this blow was struck. as 
well as De Courcy’s armor, are on exhibition 
to this day in the tower of London. 
~~ 


King John was so delighted with this per- 
formance that he not only restored to his 
champion his estates.but likewise desired 
him to ask anything within his gift and it 
should be granted, to which De Courcy re- 
plied that he desired that he himself and 
his successors might have the privilege, 
their first obeisance being made, to remain 
covered in the presence of the sovereign and 
of all future kings of England, which re- 
quest was immediately conceded. 

Americus, twenty-third Lord Kingsale, in 
1692, in obéervance of the ancient privilege 
of his house, appeared in the presence of 
King William III. «covered, and when that 
monarch expressed surprise at this dis- 
courtesy, explained: 

* Sire, my name is De Courcy. I am lord 
of Kingsale, In your majesty’s kingdom of 
Ireland, and the reason of my appearing 
covered in your majesty’s presence is to 
assert the ancient privilege of my family 


Ulster, and his heirs by King John.” | 

The king acknowledged the privilege, and, 
giving the lord his hand to kiss, the peer 
paid his obeisance, doffing his hat, and then | 
resumed it again. 

The present Lord Kingsale is the thirty- 
third of his line, and, like most of his imme- 
diate predecessors, is poor. Indeed, his en- 
tire income is derived from his managing 
directorship of the Moran Tea company in 
Ireland, while his only brother, the Hon. 
Robert de Courcy, was, until he recently in- 
herited an annulty of $5,000 a year, one of 
the cabin stewards on board the Peninsular 
and Oriental steamship running between 
England and Australia, wielding in addition 
to his napkin also a cornet as a member of 
the ship's band. 

The poverty of the De Courcys. is nothing 
new, for Horace Walpole, in a letter written 
in 1762, refers to the Lord Kingsale of the 
day as unable to assume his privilege of re- 
maining covered, since “*till the king gives
